Rosthern, there was an innde- 
quate water supply and that at 
some distance from the feed 


corrals, Later the water sup- 
ply was avuilable for the cattle 
for only a short time in the 
forenoon. For the past half- 
doszen years the water has been 
stored in a large tank supplied 
with a heater which keeps it 
from freezing and the cattle can 
drink when they wish. 

When the water was at a dis- 
tance from the corrals they 
would have to be driven to wat- 
er, or they would wait till 
thirst compelled them. ‘They 
w ould fill up with water, hump 
their backs, especially in cold 
weather, and not chew their 
cud for an hour or more after 
drinking. When watered once 
daily in the eorral, the effect 
was similar, but not so bad. 
When water was constantly 
available the cattle were going 
to water at all timer but taking 
only a few mouthfulls at once, 
and they did not hump their 
backs nor shiver, but began 
chewing their cud almost im- 
mediately.

Desert, bringing the very breath of 
the desert with them and all the 
mystery of the Mongolian wastes. 
The next vehicle that may enter the 
Chien Men—the mouth of that 
fabled dragon whose eves are two of 
the other nine gates, and whose body 
is the breathing city itself, is the 
Peking cart. ‘This is drawn by a 


sometimes drawn by mules arrayed in 
silver harnesses. A similar conveyance 

also favoured by the Japanese who 
vil it a “‘sado”’. 

Te eomel-car of India is about the 
od. est |. oking taxi of them all, and it 
never breaks tne speed limit. Camel- 
|baek, too, is a very popular mode of 
transportation and not too bad for 
short distances. The native women,
